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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive 
because Katakabe discloses that a central and outer nozzle (Fig. 1, Items 14, 16) may comprise a plurality of nozzles. Although 
originally referred to in the first office action as Fig. 2, Items 24 and 26 (a slightly different embodiment than Fig. 1), the reference still 
anticipates the claims by Figure 1 and also the description present in column 4 as previously described. Applicant's arguments regarding 
the different solutions which are present in the various nozzles are also not persuasive because the different solutions which are being 
used are considered as the intended use of the apparatus and do not provide structural limitations to the apparatus. Further, col. 6, II. 1- 
14 describe the acid solution as the oxidizing solution, which would imply the same solution and one of ordinary skill would immediately 
foresee using this apparatus with the same solution present in both nozzles as this apparatus could be used for a variety of applications 
and the mere use of different fluids or the same fluids will not render the apparatus inoperable. Applicant's arguments about the 
presence of valves being distinguishable from the prior art is also not persuasive because flow control by valves is commonly known in 
the art (shown by Oh). For these reasons and those of record, the rejection is maintained. 
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
